THE French Republic and his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia, 

equally animated with the deſire of putting an end to dhe 

war which divides them, by a ſolid peace between the two na- 
tions, have naminated for their plenipotentiaries, viz. the 
French Republic, the citizen Frangois Barthelemy, its ambaſ- 
fador in Switzerland; and the King of Pruſſia, his miniſter of 
ſtate, of war, and the cabinet, Charles-Auguſte, baron de Har- 
denberg, knight of the order of the Red Eagle, of the White 
- Eagle, and of St. Stani ſlaus; who, after exchanging their full 

wers, agreed upon the following articles : 

1. There ſhall be peace, amity, and good underſtanding, be- 
tween the French Republic and the King of Pruſſia, conſidered 
both as ſuch, and as glector of Bradenhourg, and co-eſtate of 
the German empire, | 

2. In conſequence, all hoſtilities between the two contracting 
powers ſhall ceaſe, from the day of the ratification of the preſent 
treaty, and neither of them, from the ſame period, ſhall furniſh 
againſt the other, in any quality, or under any title whatſo- 
ever, any ſuccours or contingent, in men, horles, proviſions, 
money, warlike ſtores, or otherwiſe. „

TH revolutionary committee at Amſterdam, which has never 

ceaſed to diſcharge the ſame functions fince' the happy revo- 
Jution juſt effected, thinks itſelf bound not to diſcontinue them 
till the revolution ſhall be entirely completed. But the few 
members who compoſe the committee not being equal to the 
accumulation of buſineſs, the committee applied to the commit- 
tees eſtabliſhed in other cities, and propoſed to unite the labours 
of all, and to form by deputies, a ſingle committee of revolution. 
This committee actually aſſembled, feeling the neceſſity of pyt- 
ting the laſt hand with all poſſible diligence to the work already 
commenced in all the cities, towns, and hamlets; and knowing 
by experience that the people, eſpecially thoſe of the country, 
conſider what is already done as ſufficient, although it-ought-only 
to be looked upon but as the firſt ſtone of a grand edifice, -exhoris

5 * 
the 5th of September, 1793, you granted an indemnity 
of three livres per diem: to th 1 the committee ef 
public ſafety, who ſhould afterwards be appointed to ſerve op 
the revolutionary committees. The expenſes of this fervice vu 
to have been defrayed excluſively by a tax upon the rich.” 
The decree of the 14th Frimaire, in the ſecond year of the 
ublic, enjoins, that no tax ſhall be levied without the expreſi 
rity of a decree of the. convention.

Your committee of finance appriſed you on the 16th Frimine 
that the collection and application of the revolutionary taxes 
were unknown to government, that it was of courſe impoſſible 
to regulate them, and to detect the abuſes and frauds praftifſedn 
collecting them.

The national treaſury has yet received only a few account 
drawn up in the mode preſcribed by the arret of the 27th Prairial, 
It ſhould ſeem as if ſome reproaches ought to be attached to the 
national agents; but it muſt be acknowledged that they hav 
great difficulties to overcome in order to procure the neceſſary in- 
formation. We ought to avail ourſelves of every opportunity 
for rendering a public teſtimony of approbation to thoſe who, 
having overcome all obſtacles, have obeyed the orders tranſmitted 
to them, It is in this view that we mention the diſtricts of Proving 
Morvins, and Borges, which have already ſent in their accounts 
—accounts which contain the moſt intereſting details. | 

The general ſtatement, ſent to your committee of finance by the 
. — of the treaſury, affords only the reſult of intelligence 
obtained by an active correſpondence ; but they contain this cer 
tain information, that the execution of your decrees,. on this 
head, has not been neglected. 

By this ſtatement it appears, that at the time in which it ws 
drawn up, the known receipts produced, in conſequence of tht 
revolutionary taxes, and civic gifts, amounted to the ſum d 
31,465,287 livres, 15 ſous, 4 deniers. This total is undoubtedly 
much inferior to the actual receipts, for it will be rememberts 
that 189 diſtricts, notwithſtanding the repeated orders tranſmitted 
to them, have either ſent no replies, or only unſatisſactory replies 
I ſhall mention ſuch of the principal committees as are in arrears 

Paris, in which it is not to be doubted that taxes, contribs 
tions, and collections, to a very conſiderable amount, have beet 
impoſed and received in almoſt all the ſeQions. The nations 
agent, however, of the department charged with the executiof 
of the arret of the 27th Prairial for the commune of Paris, bu 
not yet ſent an account of the revolutionary taxes, nor of tht

The commiſſioners of the treaſury have, nevertheleſs, write

This example affords me an opportunity of obſerving to the 
convention, how cautious it ought to be in deciding upon mo- 
tions of order reſpecting the extraordinary expenſes which gin 
occaſion to exorbitant dilapidations. Fortunately. the men, ig 
norant-of political calculation, had aſſumed a principle, that

_ thrown and puniſhed. But before their death, they had ob- 
tained the payment of 40 ſous for the indigent citizens who-hus 
aſſiſted the aſſemblies of the ſections of Paris.

alſo to attribute to them the enormous ſums which the revolu-

Before Ruſlia had civilized herſelf, 
and Pruſſia had become a-power, France, Turkey, and Sweden, 
formed alone the rampart to. protect the empire againſt the empe · 
rors. Since the rivals of the court of Vienna increaſed in num- 
ber and in force, that court has negociated ſo dexterouſly, that it 
has been very near deſtroying, by artifice, the counterpoiſe which 
balanced its power. It weakened the Turks, by ſacrificing them 
o the Ruſſians; it ſeduced France to ſuch a degree, that Pruſſia 
vnce ſaw itſelf on the brink of complete deſtruction, in ſpite 
of the genius of Frederic and the diſcipline of his ſoldiers. 

Twice ſince that period it has been on the point of poſſeſſing 
Bavaria; firſt by force of arms, and next by an exchange: 
finally, ſeeing that, notwithſtanding its conneRions with France, 
the French did not ſecond its views, it wiſhed perfidiouſly to de- 
ſtroy its ally; and profiting of the ſhocks of our revolution, it 
favoured our internal enemies, formed plots in the very boſom of 
our government, and leagued all Europe againſt us, under the 
haughty pretext of maintaining the cauſe of kings, but with the 
eal deſign of taking from us Alface, Lorrain, and a part of 
Flanders; and of ridding itſelf for ever of the obſervation of a 
people whoſe glory always excited its envy, and whoſe force al- 
ways repreſſed its audacity.

The direction of 
domains and national revenue is perfectly organiſed, Its re- 
ceipts amount already to 400,000: livres per decade, and its 
annual produce in Belgium will be at leaſt fifty millions. The 
domains liable to be taken into the hands of the nation are eſti- 
mated at three thouſand millions. Here then is a new and conſi- 
derable ſecurity for the aſſignats in circulation, The inhabitants of 
Belgium deſire that you ſhould convert it to the profit of the Re- 
public, The union of Belgium with the French Republic is 
generally wiſhed for. Eyen thoſe who were not for the Repub- 
lican ſyſtem, feel that the ſafety of their country depends upon 
this union, It is demanded of you by the central adminiſtration, 
and by all the other adminiſtrations. The deputies of all the 
communes have made expreſs applications to us to the ſame 
effect. J invite you to order the committee of public ſafety to 
make a ſpeedy report upon this ſubject. I have to demand of

collected much information; but the immenſe preſſure of bufinefs 
from all quarters, and the ſevere illneſs of aur colleague, Briez, 
who was 1 charged with this buſineſs, prevented us 
from purſuing our inquiries as far as we could have wiſhed. 
Having made no horny in the country between the Meuſe and; 
the Rhine, and in Holland, I ſhall not detain you long upos 
what paſſed there. Our colleagues, on their return, will inform 
you more at large. They will tell you how much the reproſen- 
tatives of the people urged the conqueſt of Holland, and how 
many difficulties were ſurmounted, In the mean time, I can 
ſtate to you, that the _ between the Meuſe and the Rhine 
has been organized in the ſame manner as Belgium; and that 
meaſures have been taken for the ſubſiſtence and cloathing of our 
brave brothers in arms, and the preſervation of every thing that 
becomes national property. During the -whole courſe of our 
million we have had nothing in view, but the intoreſts of the 
Republic, and the glory of our armies, The poor have received 
relief; but we conſidered alſo that our fellow-citizens, having 
been exhauſted for ſix years in the cauſe of liberty, while they 
were daily ſupporting the greateſt privations, it was juſt that tho 
refources of a conquered country thould be applied to the ſervice 
of the Republic. Wh 

Such was our plan, and ſuch has been our conduct. We will 
not reply to thoſe who have been diſappointed in their ſpeculs- 
tions of private intereſt ; but we ſhall always be ready to render 
an account of our conduct to the convention, and every expla- 
nation of our 2 that may be required. The health of 
our colleague, Briez, is greatly impaired by long and aſſiduous 
labour: for fifteen days before 1 left Bruſſels he had been con- 
fined to his bed. The convention ordered this account to be inſerted 
in the Bulletin, and referred to the committee of public ſafety.

Some of thoſe memorials were preſented during our 
in the Weſt Indies; and, if we are correctly informed, they wen 
preceded by perſonal communications made to his Majeſty's .

. traders in the Weſt Indies. How far theſe repreſentations 
memorials have been acted upon by his Majeſty's miniſters, 
are uninformed ; but from the nature of the allegations contal 
in them, and the objects which the memorialiſts profeſs to ban 
in view, we aſſure ourſelves that we cannot be countenanced,

te the liberty of requeſting your Grace's attention to a corre 
nement of the fats. From the inſtance we have given of the” 
egard paid to truth in the repreſentations made from the Weſt- 
Indies, your Grace will not be ſurprifed at thoſe ſtatements be- 
ag followed up by memorials from the merchants and agents here, 
qually unfounded in fact, and deſlitute of candour. 

The tranſactions which we have hitherto detaMed or referred to, 
late principally to Martinique, that being the only iſland from 
hence the captors have derived any advantage from the captured 
moperty, After the conqueſt of that ifland, St. Lucia was the 
ext object of attack, and was regularly ſummoned to ſurrender, 
he ſummons was rejected.

The gentlemen, who bad 
to give bills for the money, ſuggeſted from time to time fuch® 
ders or proclamations as they thought would be moſt like) f 
carry into effect the arrangement agreed upon ; but inſtead ol # 
captors deriving any advantage whatever from this plan of.8 ® 
tribution, not a ſingle ſhilling ever did or will came into te 
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Is from it. "Inſtead of gaining any thing, the captors were 
ompletely defrauded of every ounce of property taken on the 
and; except the arms and military ſtores, that were applied to 
the ſervice of the public.—-So far from having pillaged or plun- 
dered the inhabitants of St. Lucia (with which they are charged) 
the captors have not to the preſent hour received, nor have they 
any probability of receiving, a ſingle furthing ariſing ſrom prize 
r booty taken on ſhore, except the value of the military ſtores. — 
We believe a ſum of C. 10, 00 of L.12,050' was collected in 
the iſland in part of the propoſed contribution, and towards pay - 
ment of the firſt inſtalment thereof; but not one ſhilling of it was 
ever received by the captors ; and upon its being intimated to us, 
that the receipt of any ſum of money under the denomination of 
contribution would not meet with his Majeſty's approbation, we 
directed whatever had been collected to be returned, which war 
accordingly done in November 1794. Suppoſing our conduct, in 
originally acceding to the idea of a contribution, to have been 
ever ſo unwarranted by the practice of war and the law of nations 
(waich we apprehend is not the caſe) yet we have been very un- 
fairly dealt with by the inhabitants of St. Lucia and their inſti- 
gators. For not content with ſecuring the property which was 
clearly liable to ſeizure and confiſcation, and afterwards getting 
relieved from the contribution which was propoſed as the conſi- 
deration for reſtitution, they have loaded us with every ſpecies of 
odium and reproach, which the moſt rigid exaction of the con- 
tribution, or the moſt general confiſcations could have excuſed, 
In all the repreſentations made from the Weſt-Indies, and fol- 
lowed up by memorials to his Majeſty's miniſters, the intention 
has been fubſtirated for the act, and urged/againft+ us as ſuch, 
even long after it was notorious that the idea was totally aban- 
doned,-- In doing this the memorialiſts anxiouſly ſuppreſſed the im- 
menſe property hable to confiſcation, which was given up by the 
captors, who certainly have the greateſt reaſon to complain, The 
ralue of the property found on ſhore, which was fairly to be cong 
ſidered as prize or booty, was very large.—The captors have been 
d:frauded of the whole of it, by an inſidious offer of a contribution; 
their acceptance of which is afterwards turned * them, us an 
exadtion of the moſt tyrannical kind. Inu acceding to the idea of 
a contribution, they loſt ſight of their real intereſts.— They did 
not ſoreſee the fraud artfully meditated to be pradtifed _ 
them ; they did not foreſee that, letting the property eſcape with- 
out any preſent or actual conſideration for it, they gave time ſoꝶ 
partial and ex'payte repreſentations againſt them, and gave thoſe 
imo whoſe ſnare they had fallen an opportunity of procuring a re- 
vocation of the whole proeetdings t by permitting the removal of

The claim, therefore, to. a general 
onhſcation will not be found unwarranted, according to the 
ghts of war. So far, therefore, from complaining againſt us 
c having ſtated ſuch à right, we think the inhabitants ought to 
nſider themſelves as favourably treated in its not having been 
forced. . 

The proclamation of the 21ſt of May was founded upon the 
me idea as that of the roth. Bur there is one expreſſion in it, 
hich ſeems either to have been miſunderſtood or ſtrangely per- 
ened by the merchants, &c. who have made complaints againſt 
We mean the part where it is propoſed . to raiſe a ſum of 
doney adequate to the value of the conqueſt.” We truſt we are 
ot to have our conduR decided on by a rigid criticiſm upon the

ral to anſwer verbal criticiſms, we need only Suse a ſmall 
ariation in the language of the paper we are ſpeaking of, to 
nder it perſeQly conſiſtent with the idea ſuggeſted, viz. that of 
cepting a compolition for the reſtitution of property liable; to 
onfiſcation. If, inſtead of the words, “ adequate to the value of 
e conqueſt,” your Grace will be pleaſed to fubſtitute the words 
adequate to the value of the property liable to confiſcation,” 
"Hing will be found in that paper inconſiſtent with our ideas of 
e rights of the crown, and the plan of accepting a compoſition 
pon declining to enforce them. It can never be ſuppoſed that by. 
e words © adequate to the value of the conqueſt,” we meant 
e value of the ifland, and all the property in it. Even the 
nilemen who complain againſt us do not impute to us ſo extra- 
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is, gant an idea. The value of the conqueſt” muſt de underſtood 
de  relerable to the property, which the conqueſt of the iſland haf 
en ade the ſubject of booty, and which the captors conceived had 
J n conferred upon them by his Majeſty's ſeparate inſtructions

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to Sir Charles Grey. But whether the contribution which the 
| proclamations propoſed to levy, was juſt or unjuſt, either in pris 
eiple or extent, we did not expect that it would now be made 
ſudject of inquiry, as not a ſingle farthing was collected. Th 
oject Was, in fact, abandoned long before it was known i 
bis Majeſty diſapproved of contributions ; no loſs or injury of i 
kind was in point of fact ſuſtained by the inhabitants; nor h 
they themſelves expreſſed any diſcontent or diſſatisfaction, though 
advantage as been taken of theſe proceedings to load us 
every ſort of malevolent miſrepreſentation and abuſe. 
We ſhall now requeſt your Grace's attention to the memori 
fignetl by Mr. Thelluſſon. By way of impreſſing your” Gra 
with a juſt idea of the candour of the memorialiſt, the firſt pen 
graph charges us with having exerciſed injuſtice and oppteſſa 
towards the inhabitants, without giving the name of any © 
perſon that has been injured, or inſtancing a ſingle fact or tran 
action to warrant fo ſtrong an imputation. It is not uſual ff 
men in high reſponſible ſituations to be charged, in general terms 
with the exerciſe of injuſtice and oppreſſion, without a fonnds 
tion being laid for ſuch a charge by a ſtatement of facts, fron 
whence- it can be fairly deduced. ' Here the charge is bol 
made at the outſet, and when the ſubſequent detail of facts (if ay 
thing ſtated in this paper deſerves that appellation) comes to it 
examined, it will be found compoſed of either poſitive falſehood 
or wilſul miſrepreſentations. It is not a little ſingular, that te 
name of no one inhabitant of Martinique ſhowld' be brought ſa 
ward as having authorized this complaint. As to the ſnppoſel 
ſuſterers, whether they were planters, '' merchants,” or tradem ””" 
whether they were Frenchmen, creoles, or perſons of colon 
what is the nature or extent of their loſſes, and how ſuſtainedt 
occaſioned, the memorial is totally ſilent. Mr. Thelluſſon ne 
that the perſons he repreſents were not adherents to the nation 
convention, nor did they oppoſe the proclamation of the iſt Juni 
ary. Whether that fact is true or falfe, depends merely upon 
aſſertĩon, which in the terms in which it is made cannot feet 
an anfwes.' If their names and reſidence had been mentioned,

The enemy's fleet, on the contrary, had the 
advantage of a light land breeze, which enabled it to execute any 
manceuvre, It was in this poſition that our two ſhips were 
heavily canonaded by three ſhips of the line, one a three-decker. 
They returned, however, a furious and well-direQted fire. Our 
headmoſt ſhips now beginning to have the advantage of a light 
wind, the admiral gave the ſignal to form the line of battle aſtern 
of the Duqueſne, for the purpoſe of reſcuing the Cenſeur and 
Ca-Ira; here the ſame diſobedience of orders was manifeſted by 
the captain of the Duqueſne ; this ſhip, inſtead of obeying the 
ügnal, paſſed to the windward of the Britiſh fleet, inſtead, of 
placing herſelf between the fleet of the enemy and our two ſhips. 
the Duqueſne was followed by the Victoire and Tonnant, which 
ſultained the fire from the enemy's line. The ſhips, however, 
returned a vigorous fire, which did much damage to the enemy. 
Theſe were the only ſhips that could come into action; the reſt 
of the fleet was becalmed, and could neither follow the three ſhips 
nor ſupport them. During all this time, the Ca-Ira and Cen- 
ſeur were expoſed to the fire of three of the enemy's ſhips, which 
they ceturned with exemplary courage. They carried away two 
of their main-maſts, and their mizen-maſts. The enemy's three- 
decker, however, ſo raked the Ca-Ira, which was already diſ-

bouring circles, as well as in defending the countries of the em- 
pire, ſituated behind that new theatre of the war. 

In this ſervice of the common cauſe of all Germany, the Prul- 
ſian blood was ſpilt in great abundance, and the ſtates of Pruſſa 
totally drained of ſpecie, even at a time when the king was partly pire 
involved in another war, and when the provinces of the other ex- 
tremities of his monarchy were obliged to defend themſelves againſt 
the inſurrections and incurſions of the neighbouring Poles, in 
which defence his Majeſty was afterwards forced to employ the 
remainder of his armed forces. 

Every obſerver, well acquainted with the real power of the 
Pruſſian ſtates and their reſources, muſt, from the ſtrained br» 
very of the troops in the hoſtilities carried on, on both ſides, in 
this depopulating, deſtructive, and fatal war, principally at ſuch 
a diſtance from the Pruſſian ſtates, have concluded that at laſt the 
very nerves if the body of the Pruſſian monarchy would become 
weakened, and the continuation of a foreign and diſtant war mul 
at laſt become entirely impoſſible, 

His Majeſty has often communicated theſe circumſtances fat 
the information of his high colleagues, the members of the Get 
manic league, and his co-ſtates of the German empire.

tively with us on the ſubject of a treaty of peace and alliance 
between the two Republics, We appointed, immediately after 
being informed by them of the object of their miſſion, four

We have not been deceived in the opinion we had formed 
the capacity, the talents, and the ſentiments of your deputies; 
and our's having proved themſelves to be equally worthy of our

Admiralty-Office, Feb. 3, 1795. | 
A Letter from Rear-admiral Bligh, late Captain of his Majeſty's 
ſhip Eos to Mr. Stephens (a Copy 7 M 
follows), was received at this Office the 30th of laſt Month. 


"yy On board the Marat, at Breft, Nov. 23, 1794. 


Tx arrival of the Canada muſt long fince have informed their 
lordſhips of my misfortune, in lofing his Majeſty's ſhip Alex- 
ander, late under my command, having been taken by a rede of 
French ſhips of war, conſiſting of five of ſeventy- four guns, three 
large frigates, and an : 
Neilly; farther particulars and details I herewith tranſmit you, for 
their lordſhips information, We diſcovered this ſquadroa on our 
weather bow, about half paſt two o'clock, or near three, in the morn- 
ing on the 6th inſtant, being then in lat. 48 deg. 25 min, aorth, 7 
deg. 53 min, weſt, the wind then at weſt, and we ſteering north-eaſt ; 
on ES I immediately hauled our wind, with the larboard tacks on 
board, and without fignal, the Canada being cloſe to us. We paſſed 
the ſtrange ſhips a little before four o'clock, the neareſt of whom at 
about half à mile diſtant; but could not diſcover what they were. 
Shortly after we bore more up, let the reefs out of the top-ſails, and 
ſer eerin ſails. About five o'clock, perceiving, by my nighs-glaſs 
ol. | 
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brig, commanded by rear-admiral - 
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the ſtrange ſhips to ſtand after us, we crowded all the fail we could 
poſſibly fet, as did the Canada, and hauled more to the eaſtward, 
About day-break the Canada paſſed us, and ſteering more to the north. 
ward than we did, brought her on our larboard bow. Two ſhips of 
the line and two frigates purſucd her; and three of the line one 
' frigate chaſed the Alexander. About half paſt ſeven o'clock the 
French ſhips hoiſted Engliſh colours, About a quarter paſt eight 
o'clock we hoiſted our colours, upon which the French ſhips hau 
down the Engliſh, and boiſted their's; and drawing op within gun- 
mot, we began firing our ſtern chaces at them, and received Nie 
bow chaces. About nine o'clock, or ſhontly after, obſerving the 
ſhips in purſuit of the Canada, drawing up with her, and at 
each other their bow and ſtern chaces, I made the Canada's fignal to 
form a-head for our mutual ſupport, being determined to defend the 
ſhips to the laſt extremity, which 124 the inſtantly anſwered, and 
endeavoured to put it in execution by ſteering towards us ; but the 
ſhips in chace of her, ſeeing her intentions, hauled more to ſtarboard 
to cut her off, and which obliged her to ſteer the courſe ſhe had done 
before, We continued firing our ſtern chaees at the ſhips purſuing us, 
till near eleven o'clock, when three ſhips of the line came up, and 
brought us to cloſe action, which we ſuſtained for opwards of two 
hours, when the ſhip was become a complete wreck, the main-yard, 
ſpanker- boom, and three top-gallant yards ſhot away, all the lower 


maſts ſhot through in many places, and expected every minute to go 


over the ſide; all the other maſts and yards were alſo wounded, more 
or leſs, nearly the whole of the ſtanding and running rigging cut, to 
picees, the fails torn into ribbands, and her hull much ſhattered, and 
making a great deal of water, and with difficulty ſhe floated into 
Breſt: at this time the ſhips that had chaſed the Canada had quitted 
her, and were coming faſt up to us, the ſhat of one of them 
at the time paſſing over us. us fituated, and cut off from all 
reſources, I judged it adviſeable to conſult my officers, and accord- 
ingly, aſſem them all on the quarter-deck ; when, upon ſurvey- 
ing and examining the Rate of the ſhip (engaged as 1 have already 
deſcribed), they deemed any farther reſiſtance would be ineffectual, as 
every poſſible exertion had already been uſed in vain to ſave her, and 
therefore, they were unanimouſly of opinion, that to reſign her would 
be the means of ſaving the lives of a number of brave men. Then, and 
not till then (painful to relate), I ordered the colours to be truck ; 2 
meaſure which, on a full inveſtigation, I hope, and truſt, their lord- 
ſhips will not diſapprove. Hitherto I have not been able to colleR an 
exact liſt of the killed and wounded, as many of the former were 
thrown overboard during the action, and, when taken poſſeſſion of, 
the people were divided, and ſent on board different ſhips, but I do 
not bel they exceed forty, or thereabout. No officer- above the 
rank of boatſwain's mate was killed. Lieutenant Fitzgerald, of the 
marines; Meſſrs. Burns, boatſwain ;. and M'Curdy, pilot, wer 
wounded, and in a fair way of doing well. 1

The Zebra returned to Fort Royal an the 4th of December, with 
the Carmagnols French ſchooner, of ten guns and thirty-five men.

Faulknor, of the Blanche, informs me of his having chaſed an armed 
ſchooner on ſhore near Port Louis, Guadaloupe, which he afterwards 
off, and found ſhe was laden wich gnagoweny and ſent her to St. 
Jo's Antigua, The crew effected their eſcape. And, by his 
tter of the 31ſt of December, he acquaints me of his having, the day 
before, chaſed a large ſchooner into the Bay of Deſeada, where ſhe 
anchored cloſe under a battery, and a long range of muſquetry on the 
ſhore ; and that, from the annoyance ſuch veſſels have rendered the 
wade, he thought dn mon anchor, to ſilence the battery, and

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bring the ſchooner out, which, after ſome little time, he effected by 
the crew of the ſchooner abandoning her, and the muſquetry from the 
ſhore not giving further moleſtation. By the papers found on board, 
ſhe was a national corvette, commanded by a lieutenant de V aifſeaux, 
ſenior officer of a detachment from Point-a-Pitre. The Blanche haz 
ſuffered but little in her hull, maſts, or rigging. A midſhipman and 
one man were killed, and five wounded. The enemy at the battery, 
and on board the ichooner, ſuffered conſiderably. Captain Riou, of 
the Beaulieu, alſo informs me, by letter of the 2d inſtant, of his 
having captured a faſt ſailing loop, of ten guns and forty one men, 
. commanded by an enſign de Vaiſſeaux, and carried her into Barbadoes,
